The Eastern weather men often re- 

rt disturbances originating in the 

ocky Mountains. In and beyond 
the surrounding mountains, near and 
far, are the many caves of olus, 
the laboratories of nature’s electricity, 
the arsenals of the celestial artillery, 
and the peaks which make the sympa- 
thetic clouds give down. Often the 
still air is suddenly surprised by a 
breeze from some unex pected quarter, 
as if some mountain god of the winds 
had awaked. And it may cease a- 
suddenly, and as suddenly may come 
from another quarter. 

From the Santa Fe basin may be 
seen in the mountain panorama 
several distinct showers at once, with 
clear sky between. Often the setting 
sun displays several rainbows at 
once, with suggestions of more. 
Last week a rainbow, springing from 
the mountain top, with a breadth 
more like a tower, had an illumina- 
tion more like a column of fire than 
the usual rainbow faintness. But 
this was rare even for this wonderful 
sky. While all is serene over the 
valley, the lightning may be giving 
grand shows inthe mountains. Some- 
times a diffusing light cloud between 
gives the effect of a general illumina- 
tion. 

Who can conceive, without having 
seen it, the scene in which the sun, 
having set from a great bank of 
singularly leaden clouds through a 
streak of clearsky atthe horizon, which 
it changed toa brilliant goiden, then 
from behind the mountain lighted up 
the edges of the leaden clouds to a 
bright silver, then gradually changed 
this to a fire red, strangely contrast- 
ing with the growing black; this 
display reaching far toward the 
zenith, and wide in the horizon! 
Meanwhile the reflection from the 
west illumined several distinct show- 
ers in the south to a golden rain, and 
gave a red color to light clouds at 
the zenith and in the east. And 
while all this gorgeous show was 
going on in the west, south, and east, 
a black cloud with vivid lightning 
was spreading over ail the north, its 
western edge reddened . with the 
general illumination. And so last- 
ing was this reflection that when the 
thunder-cloud brought a shower into 
the valley, the color was of a golden 
mist.—{S. Romeo Reed,in the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Gazette. 


. Sienese Nobility. 

Let the reader not figure to him- 
self any broad, straight level when 
I speak of Via Cavour as the princi- 
pal street; it is only not so narrow 
and steep and curving as the rest, 
and a little more ligbt gets into it, 
but there is one level, and one alone, 
in all Siena, and that is the Lizza, 
the public promenade, which looks 
very much ‘ike an artificial level. It 
is planted with pleasant little bosks 
and trim hedges, beyond which lurk 
certain cafes and beer houses, and ig 
has walks and a drive. On a Sun- 
dav afternoon of February, when the 
military band played there, and I 
was told that the fine world of Siena 
resorted to the Lizza, we hurried 
thither to see it; but we must have 
come to late. The band were blow- 
ing the drops of distilled music out 
of their instruments, and shutting 
them up, and on the drive there was 
but one equipage worthy of the 
name. Within this carriage sat a re- 
fined looking boy—delicate, pale, the 
expression of an effete aristocracy— 
and beside him sata very stout, gray- 
mustached,. side-whiskered, eagle- 
nosed, elderly gentleman, who took 
snuff out of a gold box, and looked like 
Old Descent in perso@ I felt, at first 
sight of them, that I had met the 
Sienese nobility, whom otherwise I 
did not see; and yet I do not say 
that they may not have been a pros- 
perous fabricant of Panforte and his 
son. A few young bucks, with fierce 
trotting ponies, in two seated sulkies, 
hammered round the drive; the 
crowd on foot was mostly a cloaked 
end slouch-hate crowd, which, in 
Italy, is always a plebeian crowd. 
There were no ladies, but many 
women of less degree, pretty enough, 
well-dressed enough, and radiantly 
smiling. In the center of the place 
shone aresplendent group of officers, 
who kept quite to themselves. We 
could not feel that we had mingled 
greatly in the social gaveties of Siena, 
and we wandered off to climb the 
bastions of the old Medicena fort— 
very bold with its shield and palle 
over the gateway—and listened to 
the bees humming in the oleander 
hedge heneath.—[{W. D. Howells, in 
the Century.

Five thousand 
of the New York strikers are yet un- 
employed, and likely to be; 31,063 im- 
migrants came into New York during 
the month of March, 1,111 coming in 
on the last day of March. On March 
30th, 50 Freachmen went to Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and a larger number of 
Italians went from Boston to the same 
place, all hired to work on the railroad 
at low wages. Millions of dollars’ 
worth of goods come in at an uwhder- 
valuation, and a continual stream of 
machinery flows into this country 
from Europe, and yet, organized labor 
can see nothing to do but fight their 
employers, and continually impover- 
ish themselves an! paralyze trade by 
petty strikes. If the leaders cannot 
find more profitable business for or- 
— labor to perform, we are sorry 
orlabor. All organization, whether 
of employers or employees that 
attempts coercion, even in @ 
mild form, will fail, for the reason 
that all such acts are contrary to nat- 
ural laws, which are unchangeable. 
At best, only temporary victories can 
be obtained, and they are not worth 
having. Should trade continue to 
, grow worse, thcse who have been im- 
poverished by strikes will be the most 
Hitter against their leaders. 


Salt Lake smelter men and lozal 
miners interested in Idaho and 
Montana mines are said to be look- 
ing with rueful countenances at 
the Union Pacific’s new tariff sheet, 
giving rates on silver-lead ores, 
Says the Salt Lake Tribune: 


For $2 per ton, ore is carried nearly 
700 miles, in order to favor the Denver 
smelters, while from Ketchum-Sho- 
shone points to this city, 250 to 300 
miles, $15 per ton is charged. A min- 
ing man, speaking of this yesterday, 
said that if this city had half the busi- 
ness energy of Denver, such an ine- 

uality would not be tolerated. Salt 

ake City ought to build a narrow- 
gauge road on its own account to the 
Wood River region; then ore could be 
brought in for what it should be, viz., 
$6 per ton. He commended the matter 
to the new Chamber of Commerce, 
But for the Mormon obstructionists 
and theSDeseret News, something of 
this kind would have been d ne long 
ago. Then the idea of carrying ore 
from Montana to Denver, with resh'p- 
ment at Ogden, for $7, $8 less than 
from points on the Short Line and 100 
miles further haul. Of course by doing 
this, bullion for the Omaha refineries 
is shipped from Denver over the U. P. 
road. It is prophesied that when po- 
litical power is stripped from the 
church something effectual can and 
will be done to change this state of 
things. 


The logic of the Washington Star 
with regard to the enforcement of 
the Suuday liquor laws is a rather 
striking example of some people’s 
views on the importance of law. 
The law it says is an old one and 
bas been disregarded for more than 
twenty years at least. Couse- 
quently the Star thinks it might be 
regarded as obsoiete. This is a 
rather broad way of looking at the 
repealing influences of time. The 
laws against embezzlement and 
theft are older than the one which 
it takes to be obsolete. Suppose 
that they sbould be disregarded for 
twenty years—as they. have been 
with regard to some forms of steal- 
ing—are we to take it that they are 
repealed? When we find generally 
sensible journals falling into the 
idea that laws are repealed when 
they are violated with impunity, it 
is impossible to resist the conclu- 
sion that the difficulties of getting 
Sunday drink have had ‘an awful 
effect on the editorial mind at the 


capital.

They 
took him in chains to Tangiers, parad- 
ing him through tbree towns on the 
way, the outrage being aggravated by 
the fact that it was inflicted during 
the passover. Tbe principal Hebraws 
of Tangiers have joined in an appeal to 
the French, Portuguese and British 
Consuls for assistance in an attempt to 
have all Governments unite in efforts 
to suppress the system of consular 
abuses under which these outrages 
are perpetrated. 


German Emigration Statistics. 
BERLIN, April 21. 
An official report upon emigration 
has been presented by the Reichstag. 
It shows that the number of emigrants 


from Germany who passed through 
Hamburg, Bremen and Settin during 
the year 1886, was 97,000, or a decrease 
of 22,000 from the previous year, when 
89,000 persons left the Empire. The 
report says that on the other hand, 
theemigration from Austria, Hungary, 
Russia, Sweeden and Norway through 
the same ports in 1886 was largely in 
excess of that of 1885. 


Gladstone Still Hopetal. 
LONDON, April 21. 

Gladstone writes that he does not 
desire 3 general election to Parliament 
until the English mind is as ripe on 
the Irish question as the Welsh and 
Scotch minds are, but that the ume is 
rapidly advancing. “Anyhow,” he 
says, “I am prepared to face anything 
to defeat coercion. I continue to hope 
for much from a vigorous actien on 
the part of constituences, whose repre.

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Many Valuables Recovered. 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 21. 
Since the tiaftd of this month search 
has been in progress in the ruins of 
the Del Mente Hotel at Monterey, for 
valuables lost in the destructive fire. 
It was estimated after the fire that at 


least a hundred thousand dollars 
worth of diamonds and jewelry was 
buried in the ruins. Up to the pres- 
ent time about $20,000 worth of dia- 
monds, jewelry and effects have been 
recovered. A pair of bracelets, with 
large solitaire diamonds of four karats, 
were found yesterday. A quantity of 
rings, perfect'y preserved, were also 
found. A large black diamoud onyx 
pin was found several days ago. 
Considerable coin has been discovered 
in the ruins; revolvers with their 
handles burned off, knives, toilet ar- 
ticles, ivory hair and nail brushes, 
fancy scissors, opera glass, all descrip- 
tions of jewelry aud many valuable 
jewels have been recovered,

During a heavy wind yesterday 
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A PECULIAR OCCURRENCE. 


The Experience of an Embezzier 
Whe Had Confessed His 
Wrongs and Was Willing to 
Make Atonement for Them. 

The Gazette learns of a rather 
unusual and peculiar occurrence in 

Carson last Saturday afternoon. 

On the evening of the previous day 

Sheriff Sweeney, of Kurekacounty, 

arrived in Reno, baving in his eus- 

tedy L. O. Benedict, who had been 
found guilty of embezzling funds 
belonging toa Base Range Lodge 
of Odd Fellows while he was Secre- 
tary of it, and sentenced to the 

Penitentiary for two years. The 

Sheriff and prisoner were obliged to 

remain in town until the next 

morniug before they could get a 

train for the State capital, where 

the Penitentiary is located. Before 
the train started Benedict ex»ressed 

a desire to see certain of his friends 


in Reno. Sweeney, feeling confi- 
dent that the convicted man would 
not attempt tv escape, told him 
that he could de 80, provided he 
took the passenger train that left 
for Carson at a quarter to 2 o’clock 
that afternvon and go direct to 
the prison and deliver himself up 
to Warden McCullough. Sweeney 
went on to explain that he was 
desirous of going to Virginia City 
and guessed be would go on the 
train about to leave. Bevedict, 
promising to do as he wastold, was 
given the official documents with 
the instructions that they be given 
upon his arrival at the prison tothe 
Warden. A moment afterwaris he 
was left alone, Sweeney having 
boarded the train that was just 
moving off. 

Benedict saw his Reno friends, 
and at half past 1 o’clock was 
aboard the train that was to take 
him to Carson. Upon bis arrival 
at the capital he started off at once 
for the prison. Before he bad pro- 
ceeded up the main street very far 
he met Wardea McCullough and 
recognized him. 

“IT bave some business here for 
you to look after,’’ said Banedict. 

“All right,” said the Warden, 
‘‘what is it?’’ 

“*T have been convicted of embez- 
ziement and sentenced to the State 
Penitentiary for two years. Here 
are the documents. SheriffSweeney 
had to go to Virgivia City, and he 
gave them to me to deliverto you.”’ 

“How am I to know that you are 
the man Benedict spoken of in these 
papers?’ asked the Warden. ‘This 
looks like a rather peculiar case. 
I cannot receive you at the prison 
until you are properly vouched for, 
or at least identified.’ 

“That is impossible just now,’’ 
replied Benedict, ‘‘for I don’t know 
ofa soulin Carson that I am ac- 
quainted with.”’ 

“How long has it been since 
Sweeney left you to go to Virginia 
City?” 

“Since a quarter to 7 o’clock this 
morning.’’ 

“Well, I would advise that you 
go to the telegraph office, send a 
message to Mr. Sweeney, stating 
that I ,refuse to accept you until 
you are at least identified, and then 
goto the Ormsby House and re- 
main there until he arrives.’’ 

The guilt-oppressed and bewil- 
dered convict, a man pearly 60 
years of age, alone and friendless, 
scarcely knew what te do, but fi- 
nally he did as he was bade, and af- 
ter securing a room at the hotel sat 
down and cried. Sweeney arrived 
that evenivg and took him over to 
the prison.
